All-American 
Ernie Davis 
Dies At 23 


CLEVELAND (UPI) - Brave 
iSrnie Davis, the All - America 
football fullback who tried a ca­ 
reer with the Cleveland Browns 
despite a killing disease, died to­ 
day of leukemia. 
The 23-year-old Davis, whose to 
tore seemed to be among the 
brightest in football, first was hit 
by a tired feeling while practic 
ing with the college all-stars in 
1962 following one of the greatest 
football careers in collegiate his­ 
tory. 
Ernie was hospitalized and doc 
tors did not tell him for some 
time that he had leukemia. For 
a while, it appeared the disease 
was arrested and he suited up 
with the Browns. 
“It will be a very long time 
before we see another boy like 
Ernie Davis, not only as an alb 
lete but as a man," President 
Arthur Modwell of the Browns 
said. 
Modell said Davis apparently 
died without pain. 
“No one but a nurse was pres­ 
ent when death came," Modell 
said. 
The husky Negro, the first of 
his race to win the coveted Heis- 
man Trophy awarded by die New 
York Athletic Club to its college 
frowns in a major trade. 
He was obtained from 
the 
Washington Redskins in exchange 
or fleet Bobby Mitchell as Wash- 
mgton, under pressure from fed­ 
eral authorities to have Negro on 
the team, took Mitchell who was 
an established star and popular 
with Washington fans. 
Davis visited the Browns’ of­ 
fice Thursday and told Modell he 
was going into a hospital for a 
ew days. 
Dr. Austin Weisberger, who had 
been treating Davis since the dis­ 
ease was discovered last July, 
said Davis died without discom- 
ort. Drugs administered to Davis 
had brought about a complete re­ 
mission in the disease last fall, 
but there was a flareup early this 
year. 
Burial will be in Elmira, N.Y., 
Davis’ home town since he was a 
youngster, early next week. 
Davis probably was the most 
heralded football player ever to 
come out of college. He was the 
first Negro winner of the coveted 
Heisman Trophy and was signed 
by the Browns in January, 1962. 
The Browns gave him a three- 
year no-cut contract for a total of 
$65,000 plus a $15,000 bonus. 
Davis had surpassed most of 
the records set by Jim Brown 
at Syracuse and was expected to 
add much to the Cleveland attack.

Pope’s Health Concerns 
Kennedy\ Trip Adjusted 


VATICAN CITY (U PI)-Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s decision to visit 
Pope John XXIII next month in­ 
stead of waiting until next year 
caused speculation today that his 
plans were based on reports of 
the 81-yearrOld pontiff’s failing 
health. 
Kennedy originally planned to 
confine his June visit to Italy to 
Milan, then to return next year, 
when Mrs. Kennedy will be able 
to travel, to visit Rome and pre­ 
sumably the Vatican. 
But Pope John has seemed hag­ 
gard and worn in recent public 
appearances, giving rise to reports 
that the stomach ailment that 
kept him in bed last fall has re­ 
curred.

The Vatican has nev­ 
er denied them, and the reports 
have been circulating again in re­ 
cent days. 
Silent on Speculation 
Vatican sources had on comment 
on the speculation that the Presi­ 
dent may think it opportune not 
to wait a year for his meeting 
with the Pope. They said only that 
the meeting will be a “very im­ 
portant, very solemn affair.’’ 
Kennedy will be the third Amer­ 
ican president to meet a Pope and 
the second to meet Pope John.

HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 5 
per cent sales tax bill, riding eas­ 
ily on a wave of solid support, 
passed the Senate by a 27-23 
straight party vote F r i d a y to 
move within a few routine steps 
of becoming law. 
The measure, giving Pennsyl­ 
vania the highest sales tax rate 
among the 37 states imposing the 
levy, needs only House concur­ 
rence in Senate amendments and 
the signature of Speaker of the 
House W. Stuart Helm, R-Arm­ 
strong, before being sent to Gov. 
William W. Scranton. It is expect­ 
ed these moves will be completed 
May 28. 
Also gaining final clearance by 
the same count Friday was a 
companion bill calling for a two- 
cent boost in the six-cents-a-pack 
cigarette tax. It too must return 
to the House for Helm's signature 
before hitting the governor’s desk 
Both chambers are off next 
week because of the primary elec 
tions, but are due back May 27. 
The House has scheduled the con 
currence vote for the following 
day. 
One Per Cent Jump 


The 5 per cent bill, which was 
the subject of four hours and one 
minute of Senate debate, raised 
the current sales tax by one per 
cent with the increase slated to 
bring in an extra $105 million for 
the state’s fiscal 1963-64 operation. 
The cigarette legislation will ac­ 
count for $26 million. 
Another $12.5 million — which 
would give Scranton $4 million 
more than he had asked for—is 
to come from a bill raising the 
liquor excise tax by 5 per cent, 
but this proposal has not yet 
cleared the House.
